Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record for the 
reasons of record in Paragraph No. 7 of the Office Action mailed on May 19, 2009.

3. In order to better clarify the record, the Examiner wishes to point out Kim et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 7,572,496 B2), which disclose SbO and AgO mask layers used with W 
and W-x containing recording layers, wherein the W or W-x compound diffuses into 
adjacent dielectric layers (see entire disclosure). However, Kim et al. does not teach 
that the W or W-x compound diffuses into the mask layer.
